Betty Weiant 


Dr. Elizabeth “Betty” Weiant retired to her Sanbornton home on Tower Hill Road in 1979. Betty 
had been a frequent visitor of Mildred Coombs who introduced her to our Community. 


Betty’s primary and secondary education was Connecticut oriented. She was born in New 
Britian, CT. When Betty discovered her true vocation as a teacher of sciences, she transferred 
her Westbrook College of Maine credits to Jackson College for Women, Tufts University and 
earned her Bachelor of Science Degree. She received a Master of Science Degree from Tufts 
University and a Master of Arts Degree from Radcliffe College. Her Doctor of Education 
Degree was from Boston University. 


Dr. Weiant taught at Tufts University and Simmons College. She received many awards and 
honors during her academic career, which included being listed in “Who’s Who of American 
Women” a biographical dictionary of notable living American Women. Dr. Weiant ultimately 
served as a Trustee of Tufts University. 


Upon her retirement, Betty adapted quickly to NH and in particular to Sanbornton. Betty was 
President of the Sanbornton Historical Society, and later its curator. She was a member of the 
Sanbornton Historic Commission, Conservation Commission and a Trustee of Trust Funds. 
She was also a member of the Women’s Auxiliary of the Sanbornton Fire Department. With all 
her other activities, Betty decided to learn to fly. She took wonderful aerial pictures of our 
community. Betty's membership in the Concord Camera Club added dimensions to her work 
as a correspondent for our town to the Laconia Evening Citizen (she also worked for the 
Concord Monitor and the Telegram). Betty found time for nature walks with school children. 
Betty traveled to many foreign countries studying their cultures and learned to speak one new 
language. She brought home beautiful pictures and wonderful stories to share with local 
audiences. 


Betty's achievements were recognized by many. The Tilton-Northfield Business and 
Professional Women’s Club gave her the “Woman of Achievement Award” in 1980. In 1990, 
the Belknap Pomona Grange #4 extended to Dr. Weiant the “Award for Public Service”. And, 
Dr. Weiant, was named to two “Who's Who” editions: “Who’s Who in the East 1997-98”, and 
“Who’s Who in Medicine and Health Care 1997-98”. 


To all of us who know Betty, we know that there are many other Sanbornton activities in which 
she has participated that are not listed. We thank her for all of her energy and enthusiasm that 
she has graciously shared throughout the years.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


2003 was a year of significant challenges for the Board of Selectmen, but a year 
that saw changes and improvements in many areas. 


The board worked this year to obtain some much needed accountability in the 
management of our town. We are working with a new auditor, Mr. Paul Mercier, 
who has been of assistance to us in many areas. We are also working with 
the law firm of Donahue, Tucker, and Ciandella, and are very pleased to have 
their assistance. A number of new folks have joined us in key positions and we 
would like to welcome them. Bruce Kneuer is the new Town Administrator. 
Terry Hersh has rejoined the staff as the Bookkeeper. Mark Barton was 
promoted to Chief of Police; and, Chris Finer is the new Library Director. The 
rest of the staff continues to do the outstanding work that they have always 
done to meet the needs of the community. We SNES ES thank them for their 
efforts and their dedication. 


Municipal Resources Incorporated (MRI) provided us with an interim Town 
Administrator on a couple of occasions and with a significant amount of help in 
the accounting area. As a result, we have gotten a much better understanding 
of our accounting software’s capabilities and shortfalls and what we need for the 
future. MRI and our auditor have recommended that we consider the purchase 
of software designed specifically for municipal use. We have done some 
research and agree with their recommendations. 


Buildings in town have suffered for some time from a lack of maintenance. We 
hope to take care of some of these needs through the current budget and are 
working to put the town back on track with a capital improvements program. 
This program would allow us to replace major pieces of equipment and make 
capital investments on a planned basis and avoid erratic jumps in the tax rate. 


The greatest challenge that we faced this year was the town-wide revaluation. It 
has been completed. We were able to get one set of tax bills out early enough 
to start a revenue stream for the town and allow us to repay the Tax Anticipation 
Notes, used to provide funds for continuing operations, before the end of 
January. This action saved us thousands of dollars in interest. Getting the bills 
out before the end of December also permitted most residents who so desired 
to deduct their property taxes on their Federal Income Tax Returns. Had we not 
been allowed to process bills using early 2003 assessments, tax bills would not 
have been sent until well into 2004. Despite the fact that we had anticipated 
problems and took steps to try and minimize their impact, it took us a month 
and a half after the revaluation was completed to clear up software interface 
problems and produce the information to set the tax rate based on new values. 
On a related matter, we encourage you to support the issuance of tax bills twice 
a year so that we don’t face the expense of borrowing millions of dollars each 
year after June to continue to operate. 
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The Board of Selectmen would like to commend both the Welfare Officer and 
the Trustees of the Trust Funds for the work that they have done this past year. 
Thousands of dollars of taxpayer money used to help fellow citizens has been 
recovered for the town by the Welfare Officer with the support of the Selectmen. 
This was a very controversial issue. You should know that the Selectmen feel 
strongly that it is the responsibility of a community to work together to assist 
citizens in need. We would never request repayment of assistance from 
someone unable to afford it. Liens placed are only executed if, and when, 
property is sold and the seller will make a profit allowing them to repay. We 
also, however, believe in personal responsibility and feel that it is only fair to 
those taxpayers whose dollars are borrowed that the money be returned to the 
town, if possible, to help someone else. In fact, there are statutes that govern 
this. ; 


The Trust Funds have also been the subject of much controversy over the last 
several years. The Trustees of the Trust Funds have now done a very thorough 
review of all of the fund accounts and have answered the many questions 
presented them. They have also familiarized themselves with documentation 
related to the original intent of the trusts. We encourage you to read the write- 
ups related to Welfare and Trust Funds included in this report. 


Finally, we would like to thank all of the citizens of Sanbornton that have 
devoted their time and efforts to assist the community. It is often difficult these 
days to find time for oneself. To give of one’s precious free time for the 
common good is really to be commended. Thanks to all who have served on 
our many boards and committees in town and to those who have individually 
given of their time or assets to make Sanbornton a better place.

Amend Article 13 (Floodplain Conservation District) Paragraph (B) District 
Boundaries, subparagraph (1) Definition — Floodplain and subparagraph (2) 
Establishment of District. A floodplain is any land area susceptible to being 
inundated by water from any source is therefore subject to restrictions on its 
development. The floodplain in Sanbornton is comprised of all land designated 
as Special Flood Hazard Areas on the Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) and 
the Flood Boundary and Floodway Map (FBFM) for the Town of Sanbornton, 
dated June 15, 1979, and any amendments thereto. The limits of the 
Floodplain Conservation District are hereby determined to be those areas 
designated as Floodway on the FBFM and the FIRM as Zones A, A1, A2, and 
A4.

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2003 Town Meeting Minutes 
Town of Sanbornton 
State of New Hampshire 
March 12, 2003 


The 2003 Town Meeting was called to order at 7:00 PM by the Moderator, 
Donald P Foudriat. Voters were reminded to check with the Supervisors of the 
checklist to obtain their voting card. The Moderator then requested identification 
of handicapped person who might need assistance to participate in the meeting. 
Next Brownie Troop # 639, and Girl Scout Junior Troop #364 presented the 
colors and also the Pledge of Allegiance under the direction of their leaders 
Julie Lonergan, Emily Galvin, Deb Smith, Barbara Whetstone, and Lisa Maier. 
The invocation was lead by the Reverend Robert Fisher, Pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church of Sanbornton, followed by a moment of silence which observed 
for the members of the Sanbornton community whom have passed away during 
the last year. Finally, introduction of Town Officials were made, including 
Patrick Wood, Town Counsel. Appointments of Assistant Moderator’s, Dick 
Gardner, Larry Goss, Scott Taylor. 


Selectman, Thomas Salatiello was recognized for the following presentations: 
Jon Sanborn and Joanne Dover were recognized for their many years of service 
to the Town of Sanbornton as was Dolly Elliott for her many years and hours of 
service on the Recreation Commission. A standing ovation was given. 


Selectman, Ralph Carter was recognized for the following presentation: 
Thomas Salatiello was honored for the service he has done for the town and 
was presented with a gavel from the Town of Sanbornton. A standing ovation 
was given. 


The Moderator recognized Police Chief, Richard Robinson for the following 
presentation: Chief Robinson recognized Officer Jeff Buskey for his outstanding 
performance in serving the Town of Sanbornton and the State of New 
Hampshire. A Letter of Commendation was read by Robinson, and signed by 
the The Board of Selectmen. A standing ovation was given. 


Election results were read by the Moderator. 


The Moderator requested a motion to Accept “March 13,2002 Town Meeting 
Minutes”, which are shown on pages 15-31 in the Town Report. 


Evelyn Auger made comment on article #4 and asked that the hand count be 
inserted in the minutes. Hand Count was taken. Yes 91 No 155. The 
Moderator directed that all hand counts, should be listed in the minutes. 


The Moderator asked for a motion to accept the minutes. Motion made by 
Thomas Salatiello. Seconded by Raph Carter. 
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The Moderator declared the vote in the affirmative. Motion passed. 


The Moderator requested a motion to Accept “June 24, 2002 Special Town 
Meeting Minutes” which are shown on pages 32-38 of the town report. 


Joanne Dover asked, if on the 3rd paragraph of the minutes, the name 
Stephania Rozalia Surowiec could be inserted. 


The Moderator asked for a motion to accept the minutes. Motion made by Ralph 
Carter. Seconded by Thomas Salatiello. 


The Moderator declared the vote in the affirmative. Motion passed. 
Moderator’s Rules were accepted. 


The Moderator read Article # 1 as follows: 

Article 1. 

Submitted by Petition — Health Care for New Hampshire 
The Health Care for New Hampshire Resolution 


Whereas, New Hampshire residents pay the 12" highest cost of insurance in 
the country; and 

Whereas, the cost of health insurance premiums for families has increased by 
45% over the past three years; and 

Whereas, 100,000 New Hampshire residents have no health coverage and 77% 
of them have a full-time worker at home; and 

Whereas, due to these rising costs almost half of New Hampshire’s small 
business cannot afford health coverage for their employees, therefore be it 
resolved 


That we, the citizens of Sanbornton, New Hampshire, call on our elected 
Officials from all levels of government, and those seeking office, to work with 
consumers, businesses, and health care providers to ensure that: 


Everyone, including the self-employed, unemployed, un - and 
underinsured, and small business owners has access to an affordable 
basic health plan similar to what federal employees receive; 

Everyone, including employers, consumers, and the state, local and 
federal government makes a responsible and fair contribution to 
finance the health care system; 

Everyone receives high quality care that is cost efficient and medically 
effective; and 

That these efforts help control the skyrocketing cost of health care. 
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The Moderator recognized Tom Salatiello for the purpose of a motion. Seconded 
by Ralph Carter. 


With there being no discussion, the Moderator called for the vote. It was in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared Article #1 as read passed. 


The Moderator read Article #2 as follows: 

Article 2. 

Submitted by Petition — Establishment of a Heritage Commission 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Heritage Commission in accordance 

with the provisions of RSA 673 and RSA 674, or take any other action relating 

thereto. 
To establish a Heritage Commission and a Heritage Fund in 
accordance with the provisions of RSA 673 and RSA 674:44-a, 44-b, 
44-d, and 44-c if applicable (supp. 1995).”] 


The Moderator recognized Andrew Sanborn for the purpose of a motion. 
Seconded by Ralph Carter. 


Andy Sanborn spoke in favor of the article and offered explanation about the 
Heritage Commission and funding. 


John Dodge spoke in opposition of the article, commenting on property rights 
being taken away. 


Richard Tyler on Tower Hill Rd spoke in favor of the article and that it was his 
understanding that the Heritage Commission is only an advisory board. 


Christine Thompson spoke of the regulatory powers this commission will have. 
Ken Reichstein offered the following amendment: 

Amendment is to limit the advisory power of the Heritage Commission to the 
town hall only. Seconded by Kevin Roy. 


Helmut Busack spoke in opposition of the amendment and commented on the 
State limiting the Heritage Commission to only one building. 


John Bobula supports the amendment as limited to the town hall and further 
stated that there should be no other concerns for the town. 


Al Larson spoke in opposition because of the involvement of the state, but 
further stated that the town hall should be brought up to standards by the town. 
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Jean Surowiec spoke in favor of the amendment and offered explanation on the 
commission as to who would be on the board. 


There was a call for the question. The Moderator declared the vote in the 
affirmative. 


The Moderator read Article #2 as amended as follows: 
Amend Article #2 to limit the advisory power of the heritage Commission to the 
Town Hall only. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. 
The Moderator declared Article #2 as amended failed. 


Sanborn asked the town attorney, Patrick Wood the following question: 

Does a Heritage Commission as purposed this evening have any regulatory 
powers what so ever without valid vote of the town at town meeting. That is with 
the understanding that the Town of Sanbornton already has a Historic District 
Commission. 


Patrick Wood quoted the statute to read; it is only an advisory board as long as 
there is a Historic District Commission. If the Historic District Commission is 
abolished, then it would assume those roles. It is only advisory to the Historic 
District, Planning Board and other organizations that would like their assistance. 


Peter Dumont, Lower Smith Rd commented on the deed to his property. 
Carmine Smith, Rufus Colby Rd questioned the property rights of citizens. 


Jack Potter spoke in favor and commented on the amendments voted at the 
town elections on March 11, 2003. 


Katie Surowiec gave an overview of the Master Plan and the Heritage 
Commission. Surowiec made comments to a 1998 survey and 2001 
Community Profile. 


Bobula directed a question to town counsel; in one of its provisions the Heritage 
Commission allows for the commission to have the same regulatory powers as 
the Historic District Commission. Is that provision in the proposal listed under 
article #2? 


Wood quoted two statutes and further commented, that the authorization would 
come from the local body and need a vote of the town. 


Tom Abbott, who lives in the Historic District, spoke in opposition. 
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Anne Busack and Peter Thompson spoke in opposition quoting chapters and 
RSA’s on the Heritage Commission. 


There was a call for the question. The Moderator declared the vote in the 
affirmative. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. 
Hand Count was taken. Yes 90 No 165 
It was in the negative and the Moderator declared Article #2 as read failed. 


Gloria Murazsko made a motion to restrict reconsideration. Seconded by John 
Dodge. 


The Moderator called for the vote on the motion. It was in the affirmative and 
the Moderator declared the motion passed. 


The Moderator read Article #3 as follows: 

Article 3. 

Submitted by Petition — Appointment of a Heritage Commission Members 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint 5 
citizens as members of the Heritage Commission pursuant to the provisions of 
RSA 673:4-a and RSA 673:5, and to appoint not more than 5 additional citizens 
as alternate members, or take any other action relating thereto. 


Jeff Jenkins made a motion to table. Seconded by Dick Gardner. 
The Moderator called for a vote on the motion. It was in the negative and the 
Moderator declared the motion failed. 


There was a vote to call the question. The Moderator declared the vote in the 
affirmative. 


Being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. 
It was in the negative and the Moderator declared Article #3 as read failed. 


The Moderator read Article #4 as follows: 

Article 4. 

Submitted by Petition - Abolish the Town Hall Restoration Committee 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the abolition of the Sanbornton Town 
Hall Restoration Committee, because of its political pursuits in establishing 
commissions, beneficial to its members and affiliates (present and former Town 
Officials) rather then concentrating its time and efforts into restoring the old 
Town Hall. 
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The Moderator recognized Helmut Busack for the purpose of a motion. 
Seconded by Tom Abbott. 


Helmut Busack gave an overview of the accounting, funding and architectural 
work of the Town Hall Restoration Committee. The Committee was formed to 
restore the town hall. The voters, voted in money to restore the town hall. 


Andy Sanborn spoke in regard to the petition and its wording. Sanborn stated 
that he felt the petitioners had been mislead and that this is an advisory 
committee and has no control over town funds. The Town Hall Restoration 
Committee is under the direction of the selectmen. 


Joe Damato questioned the infrastructure of all town buildings and the decisions 
on which buildings should be taken care of first. 


Fran Belcher spoke about the false information fed to the public. Belcher 
relayed they were only in the planning stages of a construction project. The 
Committee agrees that the time is not right for the reconstruction and 
rehabilitation of this building. Belcher mentioned that The Town Hall Restoration 
Committee minutes are available at the town office. 


John Dodge questioned the committee on whether they were a Town Hall 
Restoration or Town Hall Reconstruction Committee? 


Sanborn offered an explanation. 

Katy DeCarteret thanked everyone for the hard work that has been done on the 
committee. DeCarteret spoke on the community profile and mentioned that the 
town hall was inspected by Bill Tobin and it would cost approximately $20,000 
for repairs, in order for the town hall to be used for functions. DeCarteret 
questioned Andy Sanborn on the 2:1 match in dollars and where would that 
money come from? 

Sanborn offered explanation. 

Decarteret said Sanborn’s explanation did not answer her question. 

Terry Hersh, commented on bids for the architect. 


John Dodge made comment about the bathrooms in the town hall. 


Melissa Morrison, made comments about the minutes being posted and the 
volunteering in the community. 
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Jackie Sandstom, secretary of Town Hall Restoration, addressed the facts 
about the minutes and bids for the architect. Sandstrom also spoke on the 
stability of the town hall. 


Evelyn Auger made comments about the town hall when it was functional. 


DeCarteret stated it’s not about the missing minutes, it is about information 
mentioned in the minutes that are missing. Reference was made to page 73 in 
the Town Report. 


The Moderator called for a vote on the question. It was in the affirmative. 


Point of Order by Bill Tobin. 

Tobin wanted to talk to Town Counsel as to legality of this petition. Does this 
petition contain unsubstantiated allegations of wrong doing by the officials of the 
town? 


Patrick Wood commented it speaks for itself with no opinion whether it is legal 
or illegal. 


Tobin offered further comment about the article and questioned the legality of 
this petition and also the defamation of character and continued to comment 
regarding volunteers and officials of the town. 


Wood stated that he offered on opinion on the legality whether it is or is not 
defamation of character. Wood felt it was not up to him, as town counsel to 
advise on this matter. 


Point of Order by Richard Tyler. 
Tyler questioned town counsel as to any recourse to sue the town for slander? 


Wood offered explanation. 


Christine Thompson had a question to the amendment of this article, the 
Moderator asked if it was point of order? 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. It was in 
the negative and the Moderator declared Article #4 as read failed. 


Katie Surowiec made a motion to restrict reconsideration on Article #4. 
Seconded by Kent Dover. The Moderator called for the vote and declared 
the motion in the affirmative. 


The audio tapes are part of the minutes and can be reviewed for full 
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discussions of petition and warrant articles at the town clerk’s office 
during business hours. 


The Moderator announced that a request for a ballot vote on Article #5 
was received. 


The Moderator read Article #5 as follows: 

Article 5. 

Submitted by Petition - Prevent Establishment of Heritage Commission 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize to prevent the establishment of a 
Heritage Commission which would operate under RSA 674:44-b (POWERS), 


specifically: 
| (a) Survey and inventory all cultural resources 
(b)  ----------------- to establish the legal basis for a district & preparation of 


historic district ordinances --------------------- 

(e) Coordinate activities with appropriate service organizations & nonprofit 
groups. 

(g) Hire consultants and contractors as needed. 

(h) Receive gifts of money & property, both real & personal, in the name of 
the city or Town, subject to the approval of the city council in a city or 
the board of selectmen in a Town, such gifts to be managed & 
controlled by the commission for its proper purposes. 

Il PROPERTY. The commission may acquire, in the name of the Town or city,

to the approval of the local governing body, by gift, purchase, grant, 
bequest, devise, lease, or otherwise, a fee or lesser interest, 
development rights, covenant, or other contractual right, including 
conveyances with conditions, limitations, or reversions, as may be 
necessary to acquire, maintain, improve, protect, limit the future use 
of, or otherwise conserve and properly use the cultural resources of the 
city of Town, and shall manage and control the same; provided, 
however, that the city, Town, or commission shall not have the right to 
condemn property for these purposes.

The Moderator asked for a 
motion to table this article. Motion to table was made by Peter Dascoulias. 
Seconded by Ralph Carter. 


Ralph Carter made a motion to withdraw the motion to table. Seconded by 
Peter Dascoulias. 
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The Moderator recognized Helmut Busack for the purpose of a motion to 
withdraw Article #5. Seconded by Christine Thompson. 


The Moderator asked for a vote to withdraw Article #5. It was in the affirmative 
and the motion passed. 


The Moderator read Article #6 as foliows: 

Article 6. 

Submitted by Petition - Street Lights in Sanbornton Square 

At the next regular Town Meeting we request that three Street Lights be added, 
one at the intersection of Pound and Meetinghouse Hill Rd, one at Sanborn Rd 
opposite Lane Tavern and one at Sanborn Rd near the South Side Entrance to 
the Sanbornton Post Office and Appropriate $248.04 for the same. This is to 
insure safety for motor vehicle and pedestrian traffic and increased security for 
our public buildings. Recommended by Harmony Grange #99 of Sanbornton as 
a community service. The Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropration. 


The Moderator recognized Wayne Elliott for the purpose of a motion. Seconded 
by Anne Busack. 


Bob Bodwell spoke in favor of the article and offered explanation. 
Dennis Pancoe spoke in opposition of the article. 


There being no further discussion on the article, the Moderator called for the 
question. Hand count was taken. Yes 139 No 70 

It was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article #6 as read 
passed. 


The Moderator read Article #7 as follows: 

Article 7. 

Town Hall Restoration Committee 

To see if the Town will vote to advise the Town Hall Restoration Committee with 
regard to the direction and scope of the Town Hall restoration project: 


1) To authorize the completion of the architectural planning and 
design, and 
t 
2) To hold a public hearing before July 1° 2003 for further guidance 


and direction. 
This Article is recommended by the Town Hall Restoration Committee. 


The Moderator recognized Andy Sanborn for the purpose of a motion. 
Seconded by Charles Burke. 
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Andy Sanborn offered explanation to the article. 


There being no further discussion, the Moderator called for the question. It was 
in the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article #7 as read passed. 


The Moderator read Article #8 as follows: 

Article §&. 

Revaluation of Property 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
and seventy thousand dollars ($170,000.00) to fund a complete revaluation of 
property, effective April 1, 2003. The Board of Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee recommend this appropriation. 


The Moderator recognized, Chairman of the Budget Committee, Jim Grotton for 
the purpose of a motion. Seconded by Ralph Carter. 


Jim Grotton gave an explanation of the article. 


Peter Dascoulias addressed the article, and stated that the state has required 
the town to have a revaluation of property in 2004. Dascoulias also addressed 
the bidding process for the revaluation. 


Dascoulias offered the following amendment: 


Revaluation of Property 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
and seventy nine thousand eight hundred dollars($179,800.00) to fund a 
complete revaluation of property, effective April 1, 2003. Seconded by Tom 
Salatiello. 


Greg Heyn, Town Assessor, offered further explanation on the proposal’s for the 
revaluation. 


John Bobula questioned the amount of money and was concerned for request 
for proposal’s, in disqualifying two of the bids. 


Dascoulias offered explanation, that Vision was the only one that addressed all 
the concerns in the Town’s proposal. 


Hearing no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. It was in the 
affirmative the vote on the amendment passed. 


The Moderator read Article #8 as amended as follows: 


Revaluation of Property 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
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and seventy nine thousand eight hundred dollars($179,800.00) to fund a 
complete revaluation of property, effective April 1, 2003. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. 
The Moderator declared that Article #8 as amended passed. 


The Moderator announced he has a request for a ballot vote on Article #9. 


The Moderator read Article #9 as follows:

Sanbornton Public Library 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy four 
thousand eight hundred and sixty dollars ($74,860.00) to fund the Sanbornton 
Public Library. The Board of Selectmen recommends this appropriation. The 
Budget Committee recommends the appropriation of $68,000.00. 


The Moderator recognized, Budget Committee Chairman, Jim Grotton for the 
purpose of a motion. Seconded by Donna Dascoulias. 


John Purple, Budget Committee Member, offered further explanation on the 
funding of the new addition and base funding for the Library, also Purple 
explained the computer issues raised in 2002. 


Kent Dover asked for an explanation by the Selectmen as to the difference in 
the dollar amount between the Budget Committee and the Selectmen. 


Tom Salatiello offered the following explanation; the majority of the selectmen 
support the Library Budget in the amount of $74,860.00. Salatiello gave an 
overview of the services that the Library provides and their contribution to the 
community. Salatiello also explained the Library funding and expenditures under 
the state laws. 


Pricillia Purple made comment and supports the budget committee's 
recommendations. 


Selectman, Dascoulias commented on the efforts of the Library, but supports 
the budget committees position. Dascoulias also made reference to the Library 
funding. 


Richard Gardner spoke in opposition to the motion and offered further comment 
on the Library. 


Deb Wyman, Library Trustee, spoke in favor of the Library increase in the 
budget. Wyman addressed the issue of the computers. 
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Salatiello offered the following amendment: 
To amend Article #9 to $74,860. Seconded by Gloria Murazsko. 


Salatiello spoke in favor of the amendment and made reference to a 
conversation with Terry Knowles, Charitable Trust Division, Attorney General’s 
Office. 


John Bobula spoke in opposition and questioned why the selectmen or the 
majority of the selectmen support this motion to increase the budget 
committee’s recommendation, and why did they override the budget 
committee? Bobula felt the question was not answered. 


Dennis Wells made comments in favor of the amendment offered by the 
selectmen and strongly supports the amended amount for the Library. 


Grotton, Budget Committee Chairman, stated it was a physically responsible 
decision made by the budget committee. Grotton assured the public that the 
budget committee supports the Library. 


Peter Thompson offered comment. 


Russell Spearman, Library Trustee, offered explanation on the construction of 
the Library and spoke in favor of the Library Budget. 


Point of order by Ken Reichstien concerning Bobula’s question to Selectman, 
Salatiello. Reichstien asked Town Counsel if there was a legal issue with this 
Article. Attorney Patrick Wood stated he had no problem with the article as 
written. 


The Moderator asked for the vote to call the question. The Moderator stated it 
takes a 2/3 majority. It was in the affirmative and declared passed. 


There being no further discussion, The Moderator called for the vote. Hand 
count was taken. Yes 125 No 66 

It was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the vote on the 
amendment passed. 


The Moderator stated; we are voting on the amended Article #9 and that it will 
be a ballot vote . 


Kent Dover, questioned how the article was presented. 


The Moderator quoted rule #12. 
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Ralph Carter wanted to know if the people that requested the ballot vote, would 
like to rescind that, hearing no discussion the Moderator declared there would 
be a ballot vote. 


The Moderator requested a ballot be delivered to any handicapped persons. 


There was a question as to how long the ballot box needed to remain open. The 
Moderator stated no time limit was required. 
Ballot vote time started 10:03pm. 


The Moderator read Article #9 as amended: 
To amend Article #9 to $74,860. 


The time for the ballot vote was 10:03pm. 

The Moderator called for the vote. It was in the affirmative and the Moderator 
declared Article #9 as amended passed. 

Ballot count Yes 127 No 52 


Russ Spearman made a motion to restrict reconsideration on all previous 
articles. Seconded by Sheila Kufert. 


The Moderator called for a vote on the motion. It was in the affirmative and 
the Moderator declared the motion passed. 


The Moderator read Article #10 as follows: 

Article 10. 

Sanbornton Fire Department 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
twenty four thousand, four hundred and forty eight dollars ($124,448.00) for 
operation of the Sanbornton Fire Department. The Board of Selectmen 
recommends this appropnation. The Budget Committee recommends the 
appropriation of $117,000.00. 


The Moderator recognized Jim Grotton for the purpose of a motion. 
Seconded by Jeff Jenkins. 


Jeff Jenkins gave a summary of the article purposed. 

Tom Salatiello offered the following amendment: 

Amend Article #10 to read $124,448.00.for the operation of the Sanbornton Fire 
Department. Seconded by Ralph Carter. 

Salatiello made comment on the amended dollar amount. 


Jenkins spoke in opposition for the budget committee. 
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Anne Cioffi questioned the article. 
Salatiello offered explanation of the article. 


Jenkins commented on the following article. 
Fire Chief Jerry Busby offered further explanation on his budget. 


Peter Thompson made comments about the fire department’s budget. 


Judy Burlingame Rich spoke in favor of the fire department's budget and 
complimented the budget committee for all their hard work. Rich also spoke 
about the great volunteerism of the Fire Dept. 


The Moderator called for a vote on the question. It was in the affirmative and 
the vote passed. 


The Moderator read Article #10 as amended: 
Amend Article #10 to read $124,448.00 for the operation of the Sanbornton Fire 
Department. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote. It was in 
the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article #10 as amended 
passed. 


The Moderator read Article #11 as follows: 

Article 11. 

Ambulance Equipment 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars 
($6,000.00) for the purchase of a defibrillator and a gurney for the Fire 
Department Ambulance and to authorize the withdrawal of said funds from the 
Ambulance and Ambulance Equipment Fund, a special revenue fund 
established in 1999.

($6,000.00) for the purchase of a defibrillator, accessories, supplies, 
maintenance and training, and a gurney for a Fire Department Ambulance 
and to authorize the withdrawal of said funds from the Ambulance and 
Ambulance Equipment Fund, a special revenue fund established in 1999.

Fire Chief Busby offered explanation. 
Scott Taylor made reference for the need for this equipment in order to treat 
pediatrics patients in addition to adults.

Absolutely no money’s are to be expended 
for any further studies or grant writing till the voters (legislative body) decide at 
the town meeting of the year 2004. Seconded by Donna Dascoulias. 

Busack spoke in favor of the amendment and offered an explanation. 

Jim Cluett spoke in opposition of the amendment. 

Jean Suroweic commented on putting this money into a Capital Reserve Fund. 


Ralph Carter explained that the money was raised through bonds and therefore 
can not be put in a Capital Reserve Fund. 


Evelyn Auger questioned the type of bathrooms that is in the amended article. 
Busack offered an explanation. 
Fran Belcher spoke in opposition to the amendment and commented on the 


renovations. 


Dick Gardner questioned as to what the money would be spent on if this 
amendments passed.

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Katie Surowiec questioned Busack on the state’s guaraniee that they would 
allow two pump out systems.

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Sanbornton Congregational Church, to help provide additional land for the 
planned expansion of the Sanbornton Library, and to provide additional 
handicap parking for the Sanbornton Town Hall as set forth in the Memorandum 
of Understanding between the Town of Sanbornton and the Sanbornton 
Congregational Church dated February 12, 2003, and vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire such engineers and surveyors as necessary to develop such 
design specification. As agents to expend, the Board of Selectmen will 
withdraw the fee for preparation of said design specifications from the Capital 
Reserve for Town Buildings Improvements. 


The Moderator recognized Ralph Carter for the purpose of a motion. Seconded 
by Tom Salatiello. 


Ralph Carter offered an explanation for the purchase of the land and plans for 
the septic system. 


Jim Grotton, Budget Committee Chairman, stated that this project was not 
presented to the budget committee at the final hearing. Grotton also questioned 
the dollar figure’s that have been discussed and the budget committee’s position 
is that this article should not even be on the floor, according to NH State Law it 
needed to be submitted to the budget committee prior to the final budget 
hearing and it was not. 


Christine Thompson agreed with Grotton and said with no money amount on 
the article, the towns people are handing over a blank check and Thompson 
believes it is not fair to the tax payers to even present this warrant article at this 
time. 


Ralph Carter stated that Don Borror of DRA wrote this warrant article for the 
selectmen. Ralph offered an explanation to Thompson and stated he could not 
offer a figure amount. 


Thompson further stated Carter did not answer her question about giving the 
selectmen a blank check.

Grotton offered comments about the warrant article even being presented at 
Town Meeting, if the selectmen have authority to deal with this project, without 
the budget committee’s approval. 


Katie Surowiec made comment that she was not involved in this project. 


Tom Morrison commended Carter for his involvement in this project. Morrison 
stated that he supports his community, but we need to consider our tax bills that 
are mailed to us in December. He also applauded the Budget Committee for 
their work. 


Melissa Morrison made comment. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote.

John Dodge stated the budget committee does support this article. 


There being no further discussion. The Moderator called for the vote.

Motion to restrict reconsideration was made by Jean Surowiec. Seconded by 
Tim Grant.

At 7:00 PM the Moderator, Donald P. Foudriat announced the delay of the 
meeting, until 7:30 PM, so people still standing in line would have time to check 
in with the Supervisors of the Checklist. 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 PM by the Moderator, at 
which time he reminded the voters to check in with the Supervisors of the 
Checklist in order to obtain their voting cards. The Moderator then requested 
identification of handicapped persons who might need assistance to participate 
in the meeting. Finally introductions of Town Official’s and Town Counsel, Rob 
Ciandella were made along with appointments of Assistant Moderator’s, Larry 
Goss and Jeff Jenkins. 


The Moderator’s rules were then read, motion to accept was made by Ralph 
Carter and seconded by Kent Dover. The Moderator called for the vote it was 
in the affirmative. 


Ralph Carter asked the Moderator to announce the placement of the 
Supervisors of the checklist for ballot voting purposes. 


The Moderator read Article #1 as follows: 

Article 1. 

Submitted by Petition 

To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to apply the currently in- 
process property reevaluations assessment to real estate property taxes, no 
earlier than the tax year beginning April 1, 2004. 


The Moderator recognized Joe Damato for the purpose of a motion to place 
Article #1 on the floor. Seconded by Bob McCulla. 


The Moderator then recognized Joe Damato for a presentation. Damato gave 
an overview of Article #8 that was voted on at the March Annual town Meeting in 
2003. Damato clarified the vote that was taken on March of 2003, with respect 
to the contract with Vision Appraisal. Damato stated that the revaluation is not 
mandated by the State until 2005 and current leadership is diligent in responding 
to the state’s mandate and will be completing the mandate a year early, if done 
in 2004. Damato discussed in great length about the wording of the amended 
warrant Article #8, the word “Effective” having several different meanings to a lot 
of voters. 


Damato stated the plans of the contract with Vision Appraisal were not finalized 
before the March 2003 Town Meeting, the problem being the final date for 
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(Special Meeting minutes continued) 


completion, which is given as of December 17, 2003, eight days before the year 
end to issue tax bills causing major problems such as property tax deductions 
on Federal income taxes, (the IRS was contacted for discussion), and Escrow 
Accounts for Mortgage Companies. 


Also discussed was the pre-paying of property taxes for residents who hold 
mortgages. Damato discussed the cost to the town, the issue of borrowing 
money and how it would impact the town. Do we really need another bill in the 
town when it can be avoided? 


Inequity of taxes was also discussed by Damato being the sole foundation of 
Opposition to this warrant article. Damato made reference to the meetings held 
November 4" and November 6”, 2003. 


Damato continued to discuss in great length about the BTLA ruling and in his 
opinion the selectmen have ruled in “Good Faith’. When the Selectmen learned 
how upsetting and costly it would be to the town to carry it would be to the town 
to carry out this BTLA decision, they tried to over turn the ruling, which was 
denied by the BTLA. There was some discussion about the petitioners, who 
brought the petition forward to the BTLA. 


The Moderator recognized Kent Dover who spoke in opposition of warrant 
Article #1. Dover made reference to his prior presentation and thought the 
illustrations were quite clear on the values of properties. 


Dover stated this vote tonight is moot and can not understand why we are here, 
and that we must comply with the BTLA ruling. 


Dover continued to discuss the IRS issue for Federal tax deduction. Dover 
made reference to the March Town Meeting of 2003, about the amendment that 
Mr. Dascoulias had put on the table and the Moderator read the warrant article 
as “Effective Date’. 


Dover asked the Board of Selectmen and the Tax Collector to honor the spirit of 
the law as expressed in the Board of Tax and Land Appeals order and to get the 
reevaluation done in 2003. Dover then stated research that he had done on 
prior tax collection years. Dover wanted a motion to postpone this indefinitely 
and felt we should not be voting on this article. 


The Moderator recognized Peter Dascoulias, who spoke in favor of the warrant 
article. 


Point of Order; Kevin Roy, Gulf Rd. Roy made reference to the signed petition 
for the Special Town Meeting as a possible conflict. Ruling form Town Counsel, 
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Rob Ciandella, was in his opinion there was no conflict of interest between the 
Board of Selectmen and the petitioners. Roy further questioned counsel. 


Peter Dascoulias pointed out the importance of the meeting, stating that the 
understanding of the situation is clear and how it is going to effect the residents. 
Secondly, Dascoulias stated that it is important that our state officials, whether 
they be, the BTLA, State Representatives, Senators, or the Governor himself 
hear the voice of the people, as we have a right to be heard. Dascoulias also 
stated that when we leave here it is important that we have a clear position on 
what your vote is on the Warrant Articles that have been circulated. 


Dascoulias then discussed several issues of inequity in taxes and also made 
reference to the Lakefront lawsuit issues. 


Dascoulias continued to state his position on signing of the Vision Appraisal 
Contract and made reference to Mr. Salatiello, who was the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, that had been involved in a reevaluation in 1993. 
Dascoulias stated that Mr. Salatiello, should have steered the Board away from 
this, as he was the Chairman of the Board. 


Dascoulias then spoke on the amended warrant article presented at the Annual 
Town Meeting in March 2003. The wording of the amendment as stated to the 
people by Dascoulias, was effective or beginning date April 1, 2003, but when 
read by the moderator, the amendment stated effective date. 


Dascoulias stated they recognized there would be a problem with finishing the 
reval on the 17" of December, and they realized that they would not be able to 
get the tax bills out, write them off on your income tax, that there would be no 
revenue stream and we would not be able to pay our debts. Dascoulias said to 
be practical they made a decision to get the tax bills out and start the revenue 
stream, all though they recognized there is some disparity in the tax 
assessments. Dascoulias made reference to the tax collector being in the 
process of closing all the books out at the end of the year and the hardship it 
creates with the holidays. 


Dascoulias then made reference to the comments made by Dover on tax 
collection and IRS issues. 


The Moderator recognized Ned Witham, Burleigh Hill Rd. Witham spoke on IRS 
issues. 


Bill Tobin was recognized by the moderator to speak in opposition of the warrant 


article. Tobin questioned counsel on the decision of the BTLA, whether it was a 
legal and constitutional order. Ciandella answered the question in 
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reference to the final order of BTLA ruling. 


Tobin questioned: with the article, if it is a legal and constitutional order and 
does this vote require the selectmen to violate the law, and are they and the 
town subject to lawsuits and fines from the state. 


Ciandella offered explanation, referencing RSA 71E17. 


Tobin asked further questions on the warrant article, which was addressed by 
legal counsel. 


Evelyn Auger was recognized by the moderator. Auger spoke on the problems 
and concerns we are faced with during this revaluation. Auger also talked about 
the inequity of the town values and the BTLA order. 


Dascoulias spoke about fully understanding the order of the BTLA. 


The Moderator recognized Jackie Zajac. Zajac made comments about being 
audited by the IRS and cheating on your income taxes. 


Andy Sanborn made comment about paying lawyers and accountants and what 
choices we have. 


Jane Goss was recognized by the moderator to speak on her own behalf as 
Town Clerk/Tax Collector. Goss referenced her testimony at the BLTA and 
presented to them a scenario in reference to getting the bills out. Goss advised 
that if Vision comes in on December 17" and they are finished with their work, 
the next day a MS1 form will be filed with the DRA. Goss stated that she called 
DRA and spoke with auditor, Don Borror- and asked him if he could get a tax 
rate in two days, Goss advised that he stated that he could not guarantee two 
days or two weeks, however, later he said he could guarantee within 48 Hours, 
which Goss stated she relayed to the BTLA. She then continued that if the tax 
rate was set by December 22™ then the warrant has to be run, which takes 
approximately one day, leads us to the next day being the 24" of December, 
which is Christmas Eve. The selectmen would then have to have a meeting in 
order to sign the warrant, to which Goss stated that she cannot do anything until 
she receives a signed warrant from the Selectmen. Goss then stated if that were 
the case then the next day would be the 25" of December, and would put her 
receiving the warrant on December 26", she then continued that the warrant 
then has to be certified that all the numbers are correct and that would take at 
least one or two days even before we can start printing the bills on the 30". 
Goss continued to advise that is would take approximately 8 hours to run off the 
tax bills which would lead into the following day where Barrington notices would 
have to be run and incorporated into the tax bills. Goss then advised that on

the 31° of December, by law she would have to close out all of her books for the 
selectmen, which would include all taxes and town clerk accounts, which takes 
approximately a week to balance all of the accounts, along with meeting with the 
auditors for a pre audit at the end of the year. She advised that taking all this 
into consideration, which she testified to the BTLA, that the earliest she could get 
the bills out within this time frame would be Jan. 12" 2004. Goss then stated 
that the Tax Collector by law has 30 days to get the bills out and further stated 
that she will do the best she can do for the taxpayers of this community. Goss 
commented on a few concerns that she has for the people who escrow their 
taxes, and stated that even if she worked Christmas day and all weekend, then 
mailed the tax bills on the 31° of December that the people that have escrow 
accounts will not be able to claim these taxes. Goss then stated that she had 
letters from two major holding companies, First American Real Estate and Trans 
America Tax Service, she stated they will not release the money until they have 
a tax bill and it takes approximately two to three weeks to process escrow 
accounts. Goss said it will also put a financial burden on the town, as the town 
pays all of the December bills with the money coming in and that we will have to 
borrow money and pay interest. Goss also stated there could be a problem with 
the software and interfacing it with the BMSI software, she stated that in this 
case we are leaving no room for error and she will not guarantee that she can 
get the bills out in a week, however stated that she will guarantee them out in 30 
Days. Goss then stated, there is a solution to this whole problem, being that 
Chairman Dascoulias went to the DRA and asked them if we could set the tax 
rate using the old valuations so that we could get the bills out and then when the 
new valuations come in we will do a supplemental billing, which, stated Goss, 
that it would mean more work and a double billing for my office, but that she was 
more than willing to do that. Goss then continued that the Department of 
Revenue had stated that they would not let us do that, which would have solved 
the whole problem. 


Selectman Carter asked the Moderator to be recognized. Carter discussed his 
voting concerns on this issue, and discussed a planning session with BTLA and 
DRA. Carter also commented on the BTLA order. 


Mark Thurston questioned the selectmen on semi-annual tax billing. Dascoulias 
offered explanation. 


Brian Gallagher spoke in favor of the article. Gallagher stated that this 
legislative body is the decision maker, regardless of how many attorneys in 
Concord or the Appointees to the Boards are choosing to take that ability away. 
Elizabeth Rose questioned the order of the BTLA and rights of the board.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sanbornton 
Sanbornton, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general-purpose financial statements of the Town of Sanbomton as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2003, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general-purpose financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit m accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the general-purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general-purpose financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessmg the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall general-purpose financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not mclude the general fixed assets account 
group, which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting pnnciples. As is the 
case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Sanbornton, New Hampshire 
has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general 
fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opmion. except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described m the preceding 

paragraph, the general-purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects. the 

financial position of the Town of Sanbomton, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2003, and the results of its 

operations and the cash flows of its propnetary fund types and nonexpendable trust funds for the year then 
ended in conformuty with generally accepted accounting pninciples. 


Our audit was performed for the purpose of forming an opinion on the basic financial statements taken as a 
whole. The accompanying schedules listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the general-purpose financial statements of the Town of Sanbomton. 
New Hampshire. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
general-purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all maternal respects in relation to

REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen

Sanbomton, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sanbomnton, New Hampshire for the years ended 
December 31, 2003, we considered the Town's internal control structure in order to determine the scope of 
our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review 
of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be 
relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the Amencan Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town's ability 
to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management in 
the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of 
one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that 
errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements being 
audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of 
performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the intemal control structure would not 
necessamily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable conditions 
and, accordingly. would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be 
matenal weaknesses as defined above. However, our audit disclosed no matters that we considered 
material weaknesses as defined above. 


Considering the many challenges of changing personnel and tax revaluations, we are pleased by the efforts 
the Town is making to improve its accounting systems. This will continue to be important as new 
reporting standards (GASB 34) become effective at the end of 2004. While we recommend that the Town 
continue to work toward an accrual basis of accounting and full use of its general ledger capabilities. we 
feel confident thar this will occur naturally as new personnel become fully acclimated to operations and as 
in-house accounnng skills continue to expand. Meanwhile. good communications will help to alleviate 
any misunderstandings and provide important monitoring of financial information generated by the 
system.

For a person 65 years of age and up to 75 years of age: $20,000; 
For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years: $25,000 
For a person 80 years of age or older: $35,000

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a ten year 
lease/purchase agreement for one hundred ninety-two thousand one hundred 
dollars ($192,100) for the purpose of leasing a new ambulance, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of nineteen thousand two hundred ten dollars 
($19,210) for the first year payment. This lease/purchase agreement contains 
an escape clause. Said funds are to be withdrawn from the “Ambulance and 
Ambulance Equipment” Special Revenue Fund.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
fifty thousand ($150,000) for the replacement and update of the Self Contained 
Breathing Apparatus (SCBA), breathing air compressor and equipment and the 
replacement of all of the Fire Department’s SCBAs, thus bringing the Town of 
Sanbornton into compliance with OSHA, NIOSH, NFPA and ANSI regulations 
regarding Personnel Protection Equipment. These improvements also make the 
Town compatible with the other fire departments of the Lakes Region Mutual 
Fire Aid Association. This expenditure is contingent upon receiving the 
“Assistance to Firefighters” grant. This grant is a three (3) percent matching 
grant.

| came into the Position of Emergency Management Director in March 2003. | 
have worked and operated an Emergency Management team and 
communication center over my years in the fire service. | found that this position 
was one filled with paper work and government meetings. Director Stan Barnes 
had done a tremendous amount of paper work for the Town and had things set 
in motion in the event of any disaster. Also his Deputy Director and mine, Jon 
Sanborn, has been great at assisting and keeping things together. 


By the grace of God we have not had any situation that has required any 
emergency migration response or major assistance from outside our Town. 


We have been putting together plans that in the event of a disaster all 
departments of the Town and outside agencies will be able to come to the aid of 
our community. That sounds strange, Sanbornton in need. We are the type of 
people that help others not the type that ask for help. What would be so bad we 
couldn't take care of it ourselves? Well, in today’s times we never know and 
being prepared is just smart. Yes, | see us as a strong community of people but 
| also see, as others before us, the threat of a large scale Haz-Mat transportation 
incident on I-93 or a weather system that knocks out power to Sanbornton for 
weeks not days. These things are very real but we do have a plan, and the 
ability to over come and stabilize the incident. 


The Life Safety Building is in the process of going online with backup generator 
power this year. Our emergency operation center is ready for operation and we 
are laying out the procedures and training for the personnel to work in it. 


This isn’t by any means a one person job. A number of things had been done by 
Director Barnes with the help of Katy DeCarteret, Chief Richard Robinson and 
Chief Jon Sanborn who is still helping me. Selectman Ralph Carter helped with 
the back up power along with Andy Sanborn’s electrical knowledge and his 
brother's tractor. A handful of volunteer firefighters put in the forms and lastly 
the additional help of Chief Mark Barton in making our Community safe with his 
knowledge and planning abilities.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In preparation for this report | reviewed the last 28 years of Sanbornton’s Fire 
Department reports. If you have some time | think you will find that things overall 
have not changed that much. The fire calls and requests for emergency medical 
services were on the increase, the need for equipment to support the growing 
number of responses and the need for volunteers and to keep them trained were 
as they still are today, a priority. 


One report | enjoyed but felt a little sadness was the 1975 report from Chief 
George S. Currier. This was the year Chief Currier submitted his resignation 
after 28 years of serving the Town of Sanbornton and the State of New 
Hampshire Fire Service. You can feel the love for the fire service in his words 
and as he closed the report he wrote “The Fire Service is my life”. | only spoke 
with Chief Currier a few times before his passing this year but his eyes would 
shine if you asked about the department and his firemen. | know how he feels 
for the short time | have been here | have come to love our volunteers and | 
have felt the love for the fire service for many years myself. It is hard to say how 
it gets you but each time | drive up to the Station and see the Flag of the United 
States and open the door into the apparatus room with our fire trucks and 
ambulance | think of all the times our volunteers spend going to calls and 
training in order to help care and save lives | am overcome with the feeling that 
Chief Currier was saying “The Fire Service is my life’. Chief Currier will be 
missed but he has left his foot print on the hearts of Sanbornton for ever. 


Now what have we done this last year? Your volunteers and | have put in 3,456 
hours in training and equipment checks. 345 extra hours were for Firefighter 
One and Two training and 1,102 hours for EMT- Basic, Intermediate and 
Paramedic training. Our Officers have trained 180 hours for Incident Command 
and how to train and teach others. 


They responded to 352 calls for service in which some, if not all, never missed a 
call at all hours of night and day. That includes any day, Christmas, New Years, 
family day at home or in the middle of the night or all night before going to work 
they have responded to help their neighbors you and |. Volunteers see more 
hurt, pain and suffering in a year than most people see in a lifetime but they still 
keep going. They are wonderful people who | am very proud to work with. 


Well, as | said over the past number years things still follow the same lines: 
more homes, more calls and the need for more equipment. This year’s repair 
cost put us over budget. We are in need of upgrading or replacing our 
ambulance and getting fire trucks that are able to handle some of the roads and 
conditions we have year round here in Sanbornton. We will be asking the 
Budget Committee and Selectmen for these considerations. | also wish to thank 
these people, the Budget Committee and the Selectmen who also put in many 
hours of their time both night and day so we have our Town and the equipment 
we have. | ask for just my department needs while they have to look 
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(Fire Department continued) 
at the Town’s overall needs and support all of the departments. 


There are so many people that make up a community and make it work. There 
wouldn't be enough space to list all of them. In order for your Fire Department 
to function | wish to thank the Town Office who keeps the lights on and fuel and 
Supplies in our trucks so we can respond; the Highway Department who year 
round enables us to have roads that we can travel; the Police Department who 
is always there when we need them and who protect us even when we don't 
know it; and the people who give of there time both volunteers and paid to see 
that our Town has a government to work and see the needs of the people. And 
lastly, the most important reason we are here is because of you, the people, 
who support us and for whom we serve.

Sanbornton Annual Report for 2003 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATE FOREST RANGER’S REPORT 


RSA 227-L:17 Permits; Damages; Penalties. — 

|. It shall be unlawful for any person to kindle or cause to be kindled a fire upon 
the land of another without first obtaining permission from the landowner or the 
landowner's agent, or upon public land without the written permission from the 
official caretaker, excepting that upon a public recreational area where fireplaces 
and a supervisor are provided, presence of an official supervisor or caretaker 
upon such land shall constitute permission. 


ll. No person, firm, or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or 
shall burn or cause to be burned any material, and no city or town shall kindle or 
maintain a fire on a public dump, except when the ground is covered with snow, 
without first obtaining a written permit from the forest fire warden of the town 
where the burning is to be done unless it is in the presence of the warden or the 
warden's agent. 


lll. Permits for the burning of blueberry stands to increase their productivity and 
for the burning of waste materials of mills processing forest products may be 
granted by the forest ranger, provided such burnings are done under the 
surveillance of the landowner or the landowner's agent. 


IV. Camp or cooking fires may be kindled only with written permission of the 
landowner or the landowner's agent and written permission of the forest fire 
warden of the town in which the fire is to be kindled and only at suitable times 
and in suitable places when the fire will not endanger woodlands; except in such 
towns as have adopted bylaws or regulations equally as stringent as provided in 
this paragraph. Camp or cooking fires may be built without written permission on 
public camp or picnic grounds when such areas are open for public use or 
private camp and picnic places where suitable fireplaces approved by the forest 
fire warden are provided for such fires. As used in this paragraph, a camp or 
cooking fire shall be a small fire suitable for cooking purposes used in 
connection with camp, picnic or lunch purposes and does not include the 
burning of household rubbish, or large amounts of brush or other flammable 
material. Whoever shall kindle or cause to be kindled any such fire or use an 
abandoned fire in or near woodlands shall totally extinguish the same before 
leaving it and, upon failure to do so, such person or persons shall be subject to 
the same liabilities and penalties as prescribed in this section. 


V. Any person causing or kindling a fire without permit of the forest fire warden, 
when such permit is required, and any person by whose negligence, or by the 
negligence of the person's agents, any fire shall be caused, shall be liable in a 
civil action for the payment to the town, or the state or the United States, or any 
or all of the same, of the expenses incurred by the forest fire warden or deputy 
warden in attending or extinguishing such fire. The items of expenses of the fire 
shall be approved in writing by the director. 
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(Forest Fire Warden Report continued) 


VI. Every person who sets fire on any land, that runs upon the land of any other 
person, shall pay to the owner all damages done by such fire. 


Vil. Any person violating any provision of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and any person who causes or kindles a fire by any means, 
willfully or recklessly, which shall endanger a woodland shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor if a natural person, or guilty of a felony if any other person. 


With the rains and cool weather there were no fires in our Sanbornton area that 
Cause any damage. Fire Safety is a Year round concern be safe, if you have 
any question, please contact our office and we will be happy to help. 
Sanbornton does require you have a permit any time you burn, you can obtain a 
permit at the Life Safety Building or call 286-4819 for a time for an inspection.

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HEALTH AND ENFORCEMENT 


The Town of Sanbornton is still growing. As you can see from the chart below 
we received 131 requests for permits during the year 2003. The total permits for 
2001 were 106 and 2002 were 119. That is an increase of 12.26% and 10.08% 
respectively. The total expenses for 2003 were $1,948.20. The total income for 
2003 was $20,530.70. 


There has been a major change in the building permit this past year. In the past 
a building permit was good for one year and renewable one year at a time. Now 
the initial permit is good for 2 years and renewable for 1 year for a total of 3 
years. After that a new permit is required.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The winter of 2002-2003 was a busy time for the department as this time of year 
usually is. We were kept very busy from January thru the middle of March as we 
received several major snow storms during this time frame. The beginning of 
this winter has been very mild compared to last year, as we have only received 
two major snow storms and lots of rain. Overall it has been an average winter 
here in New England. 


The Highway Black Grant projects for the past year included chip sealing parts 
of the following roads: Burleigh Hill Road, Johnson Road, Weeks Road, all of 
Skyline Drive, Osgood Road and Perley Hill Road. There was a lot of 
controversy over this project but it has accomplished what it was designed to 
and that was to seal the cracks in the roads and prolong their life. The 
department also purchased all the equipment needed to begin our extensive 
calcium chloride treatment of all our unpaved roads in town. This helps with the 
dust control as well as it also cuts down on the grading because the roads 
compact to a harder surface. 


The bridge projects for this past year included redecking Knox Mountain and 
Huse Road bridges as well as painting the bridge railings on all bridges 
throughout the town. 


During the summer and into the fall we replaced roughly 1200 feet of culvert pipe 
throughout the town in our continued effort to upgrade the draining system and 
to replace failed culverts. 


The following personnel left the department this past year to pursue other 
careers: Jeremy Perkins and Lloyd Howes. | would like to take this time to wish 
them the best of luck in the future and also thank them for their service to the 
town. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the other departments for their 
help and cooperation during the past year. 


In closing | would like to thank all the personnel that work for me for their support 
for it is a team effort that gets the work accomplished as easily as it does. And 
last but not least | would like to thank all the citizens of our fine town for their 
patience while we work hard at maintaining all our roads.

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OLD GRAVEYARDS AND CEMETERIES COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Committee continued its efforts in 2003 with the following members: Peter 
Hibberd, Millie Shaw, Bob Bodwell and Sally Hibberd. 


The goals continued to be as follows: 
1. Find graveyards that had not previously been accounted for. 
2. Clear those graveyards to enable normal maintenance to begin. 
3. Record the new details in the Master Graveyard Book. 
4. Update the Master Graveyard Book as required. 


Progress towards these goals have been: 


1a. No additional graveyards were located this year. 

2a Clearing continued on many graveyards that require it. 

3a Details has been recorded in The Master Graveyard Book as required. 

4a. A re-issue of the Master Graveyard Book would be an unnecessary cost to the town. 


There have been a couple of burials in private graveyards that have not been 
recorded, but will be once | have received the information. 


Many hours have been spent searching for graveyards that are thought to be 
out in the woods. Mosquitoes, brambles, bogs, heat and other bugs were the 
only winners on those occasions. | now have a special bug-proof overall for 
2004 so at least mosquitoes will not be much of a problem. 


Many hours have been spent continuing the clearing of decades of maple 
growth in graveyards with the main problem being carrying all the saws and 
tools required through the woods and/or fields to get to the graveyard locations, 
but the end result makes it worthwhile. 


Check the Town Office at any time where you can read through the Master 
Graveyard Book, and see the location Map on the wall. The Graveyard listing in 
the front of the Book is an updated one, which shows the approximate location 
of the graveyards by referencing the Town of Sanbornton E-911 location also. 


In the Old Town boundaries of Sanbornton, we have located 93 graveyards and 
have confirmed that many more, so called Pasture Sights, have been ploughed 
under over the past 50 years and may never be located. We are still working on 
the graveyard at the corner of Cram Road and Philbrick Road that had 
previously been ploughed under. We located this one a couple of years ago 
and removed the top 4’ — 5’ of soil and uncovered three headstones and about 
twelve base stones so far.

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TRUSTEE OF GRAVEYARDS AND CEMETERIES REPORT 


The additional three graveyards that were located by the Cemetery Committee 
once again increased the number of graveyards that are to be maintained. 


As the Budget amount to perform this task was not increased, | did as much as 
possible with the resources available. As there are some graveyards that 
require six or seven cuts a year, in addition to clearing branches etc., others, 
especially those deep in the woods and/or well off the roads, had to have limited 
coverage. 


| rotate those “difficult to reach” graveyards, so that they are checked every 
couple of years or so rather than every year. | feel, however that we are able to 
do an excellent job keeping up with the needs. 


Again | checked the 2,000 gravesites during the year in some form or another, 
and will be starting in 2004 as soon as the snow clears and going through until 
November or December as in previous years. 


In addition to my efforts, the three churches are responsible for the maintaining 
of their own cemeteries, as does the Association for the Union Cemetery on 
Woodman Road. 


| do check these graveyards maintained by others but appreciate those 
volunteers, churches and the association for doing such a fine job helping to 
complete the overall task of maintenance. There are 93 graveyards so far that 
are checked and about 77 that | do work on as Tilton and Franklin do those in 
their Towns that were within the Old boundaries of Sanbornton.

PUBLIC WELFARE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The welfare department operated well under budget, maintaining State and local 
standards, and a high level of service and resources to its clients.

This cooperative effort will continue with the 
three churches doing monthly food drives. This resulted in the inception of the 
Sanbornton Food Pantry.

The 
Commission coordinated with Mr. Phil “The Balloon Guy” organizing games and 
activities for three one hour time slots. 


Summer Day Camp staff once again did an excellent job keeping 45 campers 
busy, safe and happy despite the rainy days. Activities included games, crafts, 
and weekly trips to the following: State Parks, local attractions, Town beaches 
and the Library Summer Program. 


Before & After School Program is now in it’s eighth year running. The Before 
& After program opens at 7:00am and runs until school starts, the After School 
portion begins at 3:15 and runs until 5:30pm. The program is growing and 
currently has over thirty-five children enrolled in the program on a regular basis. 
This program is vital to working parents. The school offers an excellent and safe 
place for all the children attending. 


Youth Basketball had a great year. The program has grown so that the 
younger children are separated by grade for practice. There were two 3rd & 4th 
grade teams, one 5th & 6th grade boys team and one 5th & 6th girls team. The 
Sth & 6th grade “Angels” girl team for the last three years has thrived under the 
coaching of Joel Smith and Paula Young. This team has offered a great 
opportunity for the girls to play, learn and excel at the sport. 


Seniors enjoyed a trip to Cannon Mountain Tramway. The weather was warm 
and beautiful plus the view was spectacular. Twenty seniors enjoyed a bag 
lunch at the bottom of the mountain. There was great conversation time with old 
friends and some new ones. 


Halloween Party held at Sanbornton Central School was a wonderful time. The 
high school students from Sant Bani School once again ran all the games. The 
returning gypsy teller continues to be a big hit. New this year the Heritage Farm 
offered a haunted hayride to children after the party at the school. Nineteen 
children took a scary hayride and then a walk through the corn maze.

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SANBORNTON PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


During the months of January through September 2003, the library continued to keep pace with 
the needs of the community, while working on the addition project. Also during this time the Co- 
Director/Librarians completed the policy updates, held a very successful pre-school story time, 
continued the class visits from Sanbornton Central School, and met the needs of young and 
adult readers. We were able to purchase many new books, which were a challenge to find 
space for, and kept up with all other audio/visual materials. Our usual summer program for kids 
was again a success with the highlight of the season ending with Dan Grady and his 
marionettes. 


The financial goals for the new addition of the library required so many new fund-raisers and 
became so demanding that the trustees formed a special short-term subcommittee just for that 
purpose. This group has been very successful, with a new fund letter, a dinner dance at Steele 
Hill Resort, and continued sales at the library of many products. A group of town residents, 
working independently from the trustees of the library, also created a fund-raiser with the 
Sanbornton Naturally calendar, which has raised the most money of any single fund-raiser 
since we began in 1999. Thanks to these two groups, the last of the amount to raise is on its 
way to completion. 


As the year progressed it became apparent that it was time for Diane and me to retire fully from 
the library, and in June, notice was given that we would end our third year of co-directing on 
September 30. Working in a semi-retired position with Diane Mitton, the recently retired 
Director from Gilford Library, has been a very successful endeavor. We were able to keep up 
with the addition plans and also keep the library up to pace with the state requirements and the 
needs of our patrons, in very crowded conditions. | value this past opportunity to have worked 
with such a knowledgeable librarian as Diane is, and thank her for her commitment to 
Sanbornton. 


The Trustees had great success with their search for a new Director, and in the last week of 
September former high school librarian Chris Finer was hired as the new Director/Librarian. He 
has had many challenges to face with the enormous job of working in very tight quarters, 
learning the process of a small library, coping with the in-house fund-raisers, setting up three 
new computers, starting an e-mail newsletter, and meeting the ongoing needs of the patrons.

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SOLID WASTE REPORT 


The year 2003 was a very good year for the recycling center. We recycled a 
record amount of 310.20 tons of material, for the items that we get paid for. 
Marketing these recyclables, we received a total of $11,470.61. This is the most 
we have ever received for sales in any given year. The total monies received 
including grant money was $101,752.11. 


Just about all totals have risen for the other items that we handle; florescent 
tubes, rechargeable batteries, tires, and used oil. Most of these items (except 
tires) we have been able to either recycle or dispose of at a reduced cost or no 
cost. As a community we recycle more items than many of the surrounding 
towns, something we should be proud of. Many citizens asked that we recycle 
old cell phones, ink cartridges, and toner cartridges. These programs are 
working very well and the numbers show this. We hadn't received any monies 
for these items, but have now found a program that will do so. It seems every 
year we start collecting a new item to be recycled. Many people contribute to 
the swap shop, and these items are reused, or go to Goodwill Charities. The 
kids love to come in and check out the toy section. Our library changes weekly 
so please feel free to browse the book shelves. You may find that book you 
have been hunting for. 


This year we received a 500 gallon oil tank to collect used oil in. To offset the 
costs we received grant monies for this from the State of New Hampshire. We 
will be applying for a grant for a used oil heater to get heat in our smaller 
building. We can’t wait to get it all set up. 


The staff would like to thank the town’s people for the hard work and effort that 
you put into making the Transfer Station/Recycling Center a model facility. We 
are recognized throughout the state for the excellent program that we have and 
the enthusiasm with which we get this job done.

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TOWN GOVERNMENT STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Sanbornton Town Government Study Committee (TGSC) was formed May 
6, 2003. The Selectmen initially appointed all the volunteers that signed up with 
interest to serve on the TGSC. The direction given the TGSC was to carry out 
the charge proposed by Warrant Article 23 at Town Meeting. After the initial 
meetings the Committee membership stabilized with the following ten town 
members: 


Helmut Busack Peter Thompson 

Joe Damato Katy Kannly-DeCarteret 
Bob McCulla Don Foudriat 

Jane Goss Evelyn Auger, Vice Chair 
Debbie Lynch Jeff Jenkins, Chairman 


The Committee’s first task was to establish by-laws to govern the TGSC. These 
by-laws laid out a clear role for the Committee, listed what we expected of each 
of our members and the duties of the Committee’s Officers. The “Role of The 
Committee” is to review Town Government functions and to bring forth 
recommendations to next Town Meeting. The guidance given was that the 
TGSC was to investigate, collect factual data, and present recommendations 
from an informed position to the local legislative body. 


The second step was “brain storming” to create a list “Suggested Ideas for 
Review’. Through any & all input offered to include surveying the Town 
Department Heads, and holding a Public Informational Meeting at the Town 
Hall, we had compiled well over fifty ideas that people thought we should 
review. We consolidated these ideas into categories, prioritized the order of 
work that we would develop our study/review on. Categorized list as follows: 


1.) Selectmen form of Government 8.) Tax Collection Process 

2.) Town Officers & Employees 9.) Yearly Town Property Inventory 
3.) Financial Accountabilities 10.) Town Mechanic 

4.) Number of Full Time Employees 11.)Town Ordinances 

5.) Road Agent - Elected or Career 12.) Town Meeting 

6.) Town Public Safety Buildings 13.) Town Report— What to Include 
7.) Who to oversee other Town Buildings 14.) Town Owned Land Holdings 


In establishing these priorities consideration was given to member's individual 

priority listings, the perceived importance to the Town, and possible involvement 

currently in motion by other town organizations. ie: The Selectmen discussing 

semi-annual Tax Collection, and the Conservation Commission has a strong 

Has on monitoring and making recommendations for “Town Owned Land 
oldings’. 


With the “Selectmen form of Government” on top of our list this was our next 
step. 
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(Town Government Study Committee continued) 


The Committee members collected data from the N.H. Office of State Planning, 
N.H. Department of Revenue, N.H. Municipal Association, Lakes Region 
Planning Commission, N.H. Environmental Services’ web site for Town Profiles, 
and numerous telephone calls to neighboring town officials. With this broad 
base of data we were able to compare Sanbornton with Towns of similar size 
and demographics to see what has been working well for others. Topics 
included in this study were: 3 or 5 Selectmen, Clerks & Secretaries for 
Selectmen, Administrative Assistants, Town Administrators, and Town 
Managers. Many of these jobs are meant to assist the Selectmen with their 
duties and have overlapping responsibilities that differ from town to town. The 
one job description that clearly differs from the rest is the “Town Manager’. The 
Town Manager's job description is clearly set by State RSA’s and places them in 
the chain-of-command between all Town employees and the Selectmen. This 
form of Government would bring a person who could make daily operational 
discussions five days a week and then report back to the Selectmen on what 
action was taken. This person would free up a lot of the tedious time that 
normally bog down the selectmen, one such example, the Town Manager would 
be responsible for the town payroll and signing of checks. Important for us to 
note, Chapter 37 of the Revised Statutes not only cites this person’s job 
description but also how a Town is to go about adopting this form of government. 
Following the path that is outlined to enact this Town Manager's Position you will 
find on the paper ballot given to voters Tuesday, March 9" a line were you may 
vote “Yes” or “No” on this subject. The TGSC is recommending a “Yes” vote to 
adopt the Town Manager Plan as a way of improving Town Government. Those 
who wish to read the RSA’s may do so on the web at 
(http:www.gencourt.state.nh.us/rsa/html/indexes/37html.) Please feel free to 
approach any member of the Committee with questions you might have. 


The second area the TGSC has investigated and wishes to recommend a 
change, is the position of “Road Agent — Elected or Career’. We were able to 
use much of the data compiled above, selecting ten towns nearly equal in size 
and demographics, plus three abutters. We compared term elections to career 
employees. It was found that as towns grow and responsibilities increase the 
trend is to move toward Career Employee Positions to Head Departments, as we 
have already seen here in Sanbornton with the Fire and Police Departments. A 
Career Department Head is more apt to plan further into the future than election 
to election. It was noted that once a Highway Department Budget exceeded 
$400,000 and/or had more than four fulltime employees most towns have 
advanced to a “Career Position” to head their Highway Department. Of the 
thirteen towns studied, all but six have made that transition. Of that remaining 
six, two are discussing placing the change on their ballot to vote on this year and 
two more do not own Town Equipment. The following recommendations are in 
no way meant to belittle the job performed by those in the past, but rather to 
keep up with the times and give those of the future, the 
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tools to manage with a stronger, more secure position. At present there is a 
split chain-of-command for employees within the Highway Department caused 
by State RSA’s. Each day the employees get direction from the Road Agent but 
technically the Selectmen are their boss. If the Town were to establish a “Career 
Position” for the Road Agent then the employees would not only get direction 
from but also answer to the Road Agent through Town Policy and Procedures, a 
more direct chain-of-command, one boss. The TGSC recommends this change 
in Town Government and will bring this suggestion forward for your vote at 
Town Meeting in the form of a Warrant Article.

The TGSC has other topics that the Committee would need more time to 
research, should the Selectmen or Legislative Body wish the Committee to 
continue, the Committee’s membership is willing to do so.

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TOWN HALL RESTORATION COMMITTEE 


With the major task of formulating a plan for the utilization of the old Town Hall 

that includes both preservation of the original structure and inclusion of the 

community’s desire for a social and civic center completed, this year’s activities 

have been focused on bringing the plan to the public and to the pertinent local 

boards. Additionally, a Stewardship plan for the long-term maintenance and 

management of the building was submitted and accepted by the Selectmen. 
Other activity includes: 

e A presentation of the plan and informational meeting held on June 10”. 

e The “Thread Of Sanbornton” fund raising program raised more than 
$1,800 toward the restoration of the hall. Thanks to all who have 
shown support for the Community in this way. 

e The Carl Ellis fund received $420 toward the project. Many thanks to 
the Ellis family and those who have donated in his name. 

e The Town received substantially the remainder of the LCHIP grant 
monies, final disbursement in the amount of $6,348.50, for a total 
award of $16,968.50 on a final total project cost of $33,937 to offset 
50% of the cost of the planning and Architectural study now published 
on the Historical documents web site. 

e The Town was awarded a $10,000 grant from the NH Moose plate 
program, toward an estimated $16,000 roofing replacement and 
repairs to the Tower structure. Application for this grant would not 
have been successful without the use of the Architectural study as 
foundational material. 

e The Committee has recommended that the Town commit funding for 
the remainder of the immediate preservation repairs to the building, 
including scraping and repainting the building estimated at $5,250. 
Volunteer efforts for this were examined, with the conclusion that 
liability due to lead paint be avoided by contracting the work. 


Looking forward: 

An unforeseen problem has developed with the State’s refusal to fund the New 
Hampshire Land and Community Investment Program, with a lost opportunity 
for 50% funding of the construction phase of a community center. Sanbornton’s 
Town hall Restoration is eminently qualified for the LCHIP grant program. The 
Funding plan had been to include this offset to the Taxpayers. 


The architectural study and building plan have been forwarded to the 
Selectmen, Budget committee, Planning board, and _ Historic District 
Commission. We are hopeful that the project be given serious consideration as 
part of a Capital Improvement program.

Sanbornton Annual Report for 2003 
ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT REPORT 


The Sanbornton Zoning Board of Adjustment heard eleven cases in 2003: six 
were seeking Special Exception and five were seeking Variances. 


The Zoning Board is a board comprised on ten residents, five of whom are 
members and five are alternate members. Currently, there is an opening for one 
additional member, as an alternate. All ten members are appointed for three- 
year terms and are allowed to hear and vote on any appeal before the board. 
The Board can hear appeals from individuals who feel wronged by inflexible 
zoning ordinance requirements and/or administrative decisions of other town 
boards. Special Exceptions to our zoning ordinance can also be granted by the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. Appearing before the Zoning Board provides 
residents the first step in the appeals process before entering the court system. 
Decisions of the Zoning Board are based on State Law, legal precedent, and our 
town Zoning Ordinance. 


As stated in Article 1 of the Zoning Ordinance, the Sanbornton Zoning Ordinance 
exists “for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, prosperity, 
convenience or general welfare, as well as efficiency and economy in the 
process of development of the inhabitants of the Town of Sanbornton, New 
Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, panic and other dangers, providing 
adequate areas between buildings and various rights-of-way, by preserving the 
rural charm now attached to our Town, the promotion of good civic design and 
arrangements, wise and efficient expenditure of public funds, and the adequate 
provision of public utilities and other public requirements, and by other means”. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the fourth Tuesday of each month, as 
applications require, but applicants should inquire with the clerk for the exact 
date in any given month. Applications for special exceptions or variance may be 
obtained from the Selectmen’s Office. Completed applications should be 
returned by the first day of the month in which the appeal is desired to be heard. 


Interested residents are invited to attend the hearing scheduled in any month. 
Notice of hearing and meeting minutes are posted publicly and are a matter of 
public record.

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COMMUNITY HEALTH & HOSPICE REPORT 


Community Health & Hospice, Inc. is a not-for- profit home health care and 
support service agency serving Belknap County. Services are divided into four 
main areas: the homecare program provides traditional visiting nurse service, 
the hospice program provides end-of-life care, the young family program 
provides pediatric clinical care and family support, and the homemaker program 
provides chore and companion service to the elderly and disabled. 


During the year 2003, Community Health & Hospice provided a total of 856 
home visits to Sanbornton residents, representing a 16% increase in services to 
the town. In particular, town residents saw significant increases in services 
provided by physical and occupational therapists and a dramatic increase in 
hospice services. Services through the hospice program made up over one 
quarter of all the services directed toward Sanbornton residents. In addition, 
there were modest increases in the volume of services to children through our 
Pediatric program and to senior citizens through the homemaker program. 


Sanbornton provides an appropriation to Community Health & Hospice to assist 
in assuring services to residents. These funds are used to do the following: 
e provide matching state funds for homemaker and companion service 
to the elderly, allowing them to age in their own homes; 
e provide pediatric visiting nurses and parenting education to high risk 
children and families; 
e to provide childhood immunization service; 
e to provide hospice support and medication service to persons at the 
end of life; 
e to find children without health insurance and enroll them in Healthy 
Kids

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CONCORD —- MERRIMACK COUNTY SPCA REPORT 


The Concord-Merrimack County SPCA serves, on a contractual basis, as 
Sanbornton’s animal welfare facility. The agency accepts stray dogs brought in 
by the Sanbornton Police Department and the town is charged an incoming fee 
for each animal. Residents claiming their dogs from the shelter must pay a per 
diem fee to help defray a portion of the daily expense of maintaining the animal 
in the shelter. The owner's per diem charge doubles when a dog arrives as a 
stray for the third time. The agency encourages everyone to have collars and 
identification tags on their pets at all times or microchipped/tattoed for easy 
identification and return. Stray dogs are held for 7 days before becoming the 
property of the Concord-Merrimack County SPCA. 


Those needing to surrender pets to the agency must call and schedule an 
incoming appointment to ensure space is available for the animal. A $30 
surrender fee is required for all surrendered pets. 


The agency houses dogs, cats, and small domesticated mammals such as 
rabbits, guinea pigs, hamsters, mice and rats. The staff is dedicated to finding 
homes for all adoptable animals, and there is no minimum or maximum holding 
period. 


In addition to serving as a shelter facility for homeless animals, the shelter hosts 
a low-cost rabies/microchip clinic each April, and serves the community through 
humane education programs offered to schools, pre-schools, and community 
groups. Staff is available to present programs outlining the shelter’s services to 
adult service organizations and other interested groups. There is an active 
volunteer program and a Pet Therapy program for those interested in visiting 
hospitals and senior citizen facilities with your pet. 


Animals available for adoption and general information about the facility, 
including directions and hours, are available on the website at 
www.concordspca.org. The shelters phone number is 753-6751.

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GENESIS BEHAVIORAL HEALTH 


Genesis Behavioral Health is very grateful to the Town of Sanbornton for your 
2003 appropriation. This funding helped Genesis cover the costs of providing 
mental health care to residents of your town who are unable to pay the full cost 
of their services. 


During Fiscal Year 2003 (ending June 30, 2003), a total of 41 Sanbornton 
residents came to Genesis to find help for their mental health problems. Their 
ages break down as follows: 


Ages 1 to 17 TZ, 
Ages 18 to 59 23 
60 & over fe 
Total 41 


From this total, 9 residents did not have the resources to cover the costs of their 
services in full. This “charity care” totaled $9,555 (an increase of 55% over the 
previous year). Your town appropriation helped cover a portion of those costs. 


Since 1966, Genesis Behavioral Health has provided mental health services for 
residents of the Lakes Region. Services are provided to children in schools, at 
home and in special programs designed to help the children practice the skills 
they need to improve their lives. Elders may receive services in their homes, 
group homes or nursing homes. Our Gatekeeper Program trains community 
volunteers to be alert to elders living alone who may need assistance. The 
Genesis Community Support Program provides services for adults living with 
life-long mental illnesses. Finally, individual therapy for adults and children can 
help address issues causing distress as well as provide guidance towards 
positive behaviors. Genesis emergency services are available 24 hours a day, 
every day of the year. 


It’s a fact. One out of five Americans will experience some kind of mental illness 
every year. Residents seeking mental health care are urged to call Genesis in 
Laconia at 524-1100.

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LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 


The Lakes Region has changed tremendously in the past 20 years. Homes and 
businesses have expanded along major roadways, and many of our communities 
have experienced dramatic change. This growth has resulted in a number of 
regional challenges. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is the area 
organization established to address the effects of growth at both the local and 
regional level. With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, 
Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of 
planning services to member municipalities. The Commission offers diverse 
direct and support services ranging from technical assistance, geographic 
information systems, and transportation planning, to land use and environmental 
planning, and economic development. The LRPC is primarily funded from local, 
state, and federal resources. We are contacted several times daily for answers to 
local issues. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a 
resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide support and 
leadership to the governments, businesses and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Here are some of our services performed on behalf of Sanbornton and the region 
in the past fiscal year: 


“* Sent a map of recent subdivision activity to local officials for review and comment. 


** Forwarded draft job descriptions for town planners and information regarding the LRPC circuit 
rider program to local officials. 


“*  Conversed with the chairman of the planning board the array of services available from the 
LRPC. 


“* Sent copies of ads, job descriptions and examples of circuit rider planner services to the then 
acting town administrator, as requested.

**  Co-hosted and organized public Municipal Law Lectures where practicing attorneys provide a 
legal perspective on local planning, zoning and other municipal issues. Recent lectures 
included: Growth Management and Smart Growth, Effective Enforcement of Local Land Use 
Decisions and Regulations, and Nonconforming Uses and Vested Rights. We also prepared for 
the 2003 Law Lectures, in partnership with the NH Municipal Association. 


“se Completed and distributed the Lakes Region Demographic Profile; a comprehensive 
compilation of key socioeconomic indicators from the US Census, and other data sources.

On behalf of New Beginnings — A Women’s Crisis Center, | would like to thank 
the citizens of the Town of Sanbornton for their continued support. Your 2003 
allocation, of One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00), has enabled us 
to continue to provide 24-hour crisis support, outreach, and assistance to 
victims of domestic and sexual assault in all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter, staffs a 24-hour crisis line, 
provides advocacy at court, hospitals, and police stations, social service 
advocacy, and offers peer support groups for victims of domestic violence and 
sexual assault. We also run community and school based education programs. 
We are members of the Belknap County Family Violence Prevention Forum, a 
task force made up of community members and professionals initiated by the 
Governor's Commission to take a stand against domestic and sexual violence in 
Our county. 


New Beginnings had advocated and staff in Belknap County courts each 
working day of this budget year. New Beginnings volunteers donated over 
16,000 service hours. All services are provided free of charge.

| am pleased to make the report for the first Sanbornton Food Pantry. 


Through the generosity of the parishioners from the First Baptist Church, Second 
Baptist Church and the Congregational Church, Sanbornton has its first food 
pantry. The churches have committed to having a monthly food drive on the first 
Sunday of each month so that a food pantry can be open on a regular basis. 


January 15, 2004 was the first pantry. The pantry distributed 165 meals to 
Sanbornton residents. Five home deliveries were made by volunteers to the 
elderly and sick who were unable to come out in the severe cold weather. This 
made me realize that we have a hidden community that no one is really aware of 
in our every day lives, these are our friends and neighbors. 


It is intended that the Sanbornton Food Pantry will be opened the third, Thursday 
of each month from 2 — 5 pm with an increase if the need arises. The months of 
February, March and April the Food Pantry will be operating out of the Vestry at 
the First Baptist Church on New Hampton Road. Thanks to the approval and 
support of the Selectmen, in May the Food Pantry will take permanent residence 
at the Town Hall on Meetinghouse Hill Road. The same hours of operation will 
continue.

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WINNISQUAM FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The officers and members of our all volunteer fire-rescue department would again like to extend 
our thanks for the continued support of the officials and residents of the Towns of Belmont and 
Sanbornton, and the Tilton-Northfield Fire District. Our operation is one of only three or four 
private fire departments in the State, certified by the State Fire Marshall. We operate under 
contract to the towns working under the direction and authority of the Fire Chief of the town to 
which we are called. We were toned for 474 calls during the year 2003, an increase of almost 
10% over the previous year.

We presently have 25 members, of which 11 are Licensed Emergency Medical Technicians, 
including four at the Intermediate Level of Advance Life Support. We are always open to new 
members. If interested contact us. About 60% of our calls were for medical problems or 
automobile accidents, situations that require Ambulance Response along with an Engine, so 
our EMT’s were called upon for 280 of our calls in 2003. This is about the average in those 
departments that have an ambulance. 


We were fortunate in that in each of the past two years, we have been awarded a matching 
grant from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). The grants provide 90% of 
the cost, with the department responsible for the remaining 10%. With the money from the 
2002 grant, we were able to purchase 12 new sets of turnout gear and two new cold water suits 
for ice rescue. The 2003 grant provided money for a Thermal Imaging Camera, which allow us 
to “look into” the walls at a house fire to locate hot spots that could cause further damage. The 
cost of the items covered in the two grants was over $30,000. 


We operate with two engines, one built in 1980 the other in 1998, a 1997 ambulance, a four- 
wheel drive forestry unit on loan from the State, and our 1976 fire boat, which is the only 
fire/rescue boat in the water on Lake Winnisquam. All of the equipment is in good shape, 
except for the fire boat, which at almost 30 years old, is getting “tired”, and hopefully can be 
replaced in 2005. 


You are invited to stop by our fire station, located by the Winnisquam Bridge, and see our 
equipment. While we don’t have a crew on duty at the station, there are often some members 
there who will be glad to show you around. We've had the building painted and the roof 
replaced over the past few years, as well as had drainage installed and paving for the parking 
area. Mi hall is available without charge for any community group, and to private parties for a 
minimal fee.

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YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


The Youth Assistance Program of Northfield, Sanbornton and Tilton was formally started in 
1975 by a group of citizens who felt that the youth of our towns from elementary school age 
through the end of high school should be served within their own communities. 


Young people who get into trouble with the law may face the results of their actions without 
going through the court system if they are first time offenders. This saves the courts and local 
police time; and the towns money. Young people involved in the program will be required to 
face those in the community they have harmed. They also come to realize that members of 
the towns in which they live care enough about them as individuals to serve on volunteer 
boards that meet with them and their families. 


A young person referred to the program by the police is required to meet with his/her parents 
and a program staff member. The staff member visits the home, looks into the youth’s school 
experience and sets up a date for the young person and parent to meet with a board of staff 
and volunteers. This meeting is called a Juvenile Review Board. The purpose of the meeting 
is to design a contract that will help the young person face the consequences of his or her 
actions and to develop some constructive learning experiences that will help the youth keep out 
of further trouble with the law. 


The fact that very few youths who have successfully completed their contracts get in trouble 
with the law again shows that the process works. Separate from the schools and the police the 
program is based in and for the communities it serves. 


Over the years needs in our communities have changed. In addition to court diversion we are 
doing prevention work. Issues around drugs, violence and assault, and the illegal use of 
tobacco are handled in groups at the program office or at the schools. Young people and/or 
their parents who need information and support are welcome to visit with a staff member. 


There are two professionals on staff, a volunteer board of directors with members from each of 
the three towns served and additional program volunteers. The three police departments, 
elementary, middle and high schools and town governments are represented. Other town’s 
people are also included. 


It is only with the help of these wonderful volunteers that the Youth Assistance Program is able 
to bring quality services to our young people and their families. And so it is at this time that we 
would like to extend our sincere thanks to these people and to the communities who have been 
unfailing in their support.

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YOUTH OPPORTUNITIES 


As Youth Opportunities continues to establish itself within the community, and 
work toward becoming more independent, (non-profit status pending), some 
thanks are in order. Thanks to Youth Assistance, which has been greatly 
responsible for the success and financial stability of YO, with much of the grant 
money being overseen by YAP. Thanks also to the Franklin Elks Club, Tilt’n 
Diner, and all who have given time and effort to our progress. 


With the relocation of the YO office into WRMS, the ability to generate 
enthusiasm for programming has increased as well as attendance. The support 
that YO receives in the school district is important to all. With several 
collaborative efforts with student council, such as dance fundraisers, this has 
been a positive and beneficial year for everyone. 


In the fall of 2003, YO completed another session of the ALLSTARS curriculum, 
with 89 sixth grade students completing the program. We will instruct the 
remaining 85 sixth graders in the spring of 2004. YO has secured grant money 
to cover the expenses for both groups. 


YO continues to offer a wide variety of activities including: cooking, skate 
boarding, out door recreational trips, and learning experiences, for all middle 
and high school aged residents of Tilton, Northfield and Sanbornton. 


Youth Opportunities’ goals for 2004 include continuance of the skate park 
project, (we have almost $8000), securing more transportation options for 
students, and expanding our links in the community even more with continued 
collaborative efforts with other agencies and businesses.

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SANBORNTON FARMERS MARKET, INC. 


The Sanbornton Farmers’ Market was held from June 20, 2003 through 
September 26, 2003 with 22 vendors as members. The market applied for and 
received an agricultural promotion grant from the NH Department of Agriculture 
which provided matching monies for the development of a cookbook and 
produce guide with locally developed/modified recipes for locally grown farmers’ 
market produce. The cookbook also includes a produce guide that provides the 
in-season dates for locally grown produce, information on selecting local 
produce, methods for preparing local produce prior to preparation/consumption, 
as well as the nutritional value information for fresh foods. The King Arthur Flour 
Company demonstrated grilling focaccia bread on a Weber grill using fresh 
ingredients from the market vendors. 


Several Sanbornton non-profit organizations set up tables for fund raising 
activities and musical groups provided entertainment. For the second year, 
several young people from the Belmont, NH Police Department Explorer’s Post 
assisted the market with safety and traffic control. 


The 2004 market dates are June 25 through September 24. The Sanbornton 
Farmers Market, a standing committee within the Sanbornton Historical Society, 
was instituted in 2001. The market is open to vendors through a process within 
its guidelines. All are welcome to attend the market. The farmers’ market 
website is sanbornton.org/ORGS/sfm/.

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SANBORNTON HISTORICAL DOCUMENT FOUNDATION 


In 2003 the Sanbornton Historical Document Foundation established a Public Collection 
and launched the Sanbornton Historical Digital Library, both accessible via our website 
(www.sanbornton.org). This was achievement was possible because of financial support 
from several Foundations and individuals, and because of hours of volunteers time 
scanning and preparing documents. As more documents have become available online, 
visits to the Library have increased dramatically. In September, there was a two fold 
increase in visits to the Foundation website. More documents are added weekly. Our goal 
is to have all the historical documents of this rural community available online in digital 
form, preserved for all time. 


In our work with the three main repositories in Sanbornton — the Town Clerk, the Library 
and the Historical Society — we have learned first-hand the challenges faced by the 
keepers of the documents. This is not unique to Sanbornton. In New Hampshire there is a 
lack of resources available to towns, historical societies, and libraries in the areas of 
assessment, management and preservation of historical documents and artifacts. Often 
the documents are mislabeled, not inventoried and are not properly stored. We are working 
with the repositories in Sanbornton, making significant progress in helping to create 
inventories identifying primary source documents that have historical significance. 


The Foundation’s need for consistent volunteer manpower has required innovation and the 
establishment of strong relationships with community organizations. The Sanbornton 
Historical Document Foundation and the Tilton School have partnered to begin a Volunteer 
Pilot Project that will meet needs for both organizations. The Foundation needs volunteers 
to scan historical documents and in some cases transcribe handwritten documents, so 
they will be searchable for the Sanbornton Historical Digital Library. The Tilton School 
requires students to complete 20 hours of community service each year and the school is 
required by the State of NH to have a local history component in the curriculum as part of 
their accreditation requirements. This Project appropriately covers all of the bases: 
students have a meaningful work experience and the opportunity to increase their 
technology skills while meeting their school requirement, Tilton School fulfills its state 
obligations and mandate to the students, and the Foundation benefits from the additions of 
design and substance the students’ Project brings to the Digital Library. We are optimistic 
that the Project will be successful and become a regular part of programming for both 
organizations. 


Over the past year, we developed our involvement and connection to the historical 
community in New Hampshire, participating in annual meetings and attending workshops. 
Our experience in Sanbornton is replicated all over the state. The Association of Historical 
Societies of NH conducted a survey to assess the needs of their membership. We will 
work with the Association to address those identified needs, collaborating to strengthen the 
infrastructure and resources available in NH for historical societies and preservation 
organizations. 


We are pleased that in 2003 we have had 4,452 visitors to our website and look forward to 
more visitors in 2004. If you want more information and/or to volunteer, please contact us.

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SANBORNTON OLD HOME DAY 


Sanbornton has held an annual summer celebration or event for families for 
over a hundred years since its first observance of “Old Home Week” in 1900, as 
a time for community reunions. This year a Country Fair was held on the 
grounds of the First Baptist Church on Saturday, August 2. Live music 
performances were donated by local musicians Foo Fa Raw, Brian and Mary 
Mokler, members of the NH Strathspey and Reel Society, Stuart Dyment and 
Bert Whetstone. A Children’s Activities Area was staffed by Magician Mr. Phil, 
Recreation Coordinator Julie Lonergan and volunteers. Thirty vendors, 
including local artists and crafters, exhibited or sold paintings, quilts and other 
hand-made items, t-shirts, books and more. There was food: lunch, snacks, 
baked goods and delicious desserts. Non-profit groups provided information 
about their activities and raised money in a variety of different ways. Chapel 
Valley 4H members did face painting; the Winnisquam Bears Football Club sold 
raffle tickets; and Tilton’s Main Street Program urged everyone to adopt a turtle 
for a race on the Winnipesaukee River. The Fire Department offered tours of a 
fire truck and information on fire safety. The Public Library raised money for its 
building program with a drawing for a handmade quilt. 


The members of the Chapel Valley 4H Club organized a Saturday morning 
parade along route 127 that included police cars, fire engines, horses and 
riders, bicycles, ATV’s, groups of marchers and floats by Heritage Farm, 
Moulton’s Band, Chapel Valley 4H Club and the Second Baptist Church. The 4” 
Annual Sanbornton Open Golf Tournament, sponsored by the Congregational 
Church, was held at Den Brae Golf Course on Saturday afternoon. The 
Mohawk Trail Riders Snow Mobile Club put on a chicken barbecue at Den Brae 
on Saturday evening. 


The festivities included a reunion of those who attended Sanbornton’s one-room 
schoolhouses or the Sanbornton Central School which consolidated the small 
schools in 1949. Organized by Roberta Skeats Stearns Yadoe of Exeter, NH 
and New York City, who mounted a wonderful exhibit of old photos and other 
memorabilia, the reunion was held at the Second Baptist Church on Friday, 
August 1, and drew a good attendance despite heavy rain. Also on Friday, the 
Sanbornton’s Farmers’ Market, with twenty vendors in its third year of operation, 
was held in the Square. The Sanbornton Historical Society hosted an open 
house with free tours at the Lane Tavern on both Friday and Saturday. 


On Sunday, August 3, the traditional town-wide, union church service was held 
at the First Baptist Church. Prizes were awarded to the oldest and youngest 
persons present and the individual who had come from the greatest distance. 
Alta Hersey is now Sanbornton’s oldest inhabitant; she was presented with the 
Boston Post Cane by Elizabeth Cotsibas and Richard Currier, whose father 
George Currier was the prior holder of the Cane. The church service was 
followed by a Baked Ham Dinner and a musical program, “A Patriotic Salute.” 
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(Sanbornton Old Home Day continued) 


A Horseshoe Tournament, sponsored by the Salmon Brook Trail Riders, at the 
Town Park on Sunday afternoon concluded the Old Home Days observance. 


The Old Home Days Committee consisted of representatives from town 
churches, organizations and businesses. Thirty local businesses took ads on a 
map that located all the events and included a program that was mailed to 
every household in Sanbornton. Four local businesses and the Police Relief 
Association donated prizes for a drawing at the Country Fair. The Committee 
wishes to thank all those who supported the 2003 Old Home Days.
